EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants' 
claims 1 and 15 are limited to treating the first sol (wherein the first sol comprises metal 
oxide nanoparticles) with an organosilane, which distinguishes the claims from the 
process described in U. S. Patent 6,329,058 B1 which appears to treat nanoparticles 
which are separated from the mother liquor (which corresponds to the applicants' "first 
sol") with the organosilane: please see col. 6 Ins. 14-17 and also Ins. 43-49 in U. S. 
Patent 6,329,058 B1. U. S. Patent 6,329,058 B1 does not treat a first sol comprising 
metal oxides with the organosilane, but rather treats the metal oxide particles with the 
organosilane. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
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accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance.". 

Election/Restrictions
